TRANSPORT PILOT 


(Biography) 
*® Everything that John Trent has obtained has been 
the result of hard work and intensive study. Except, 
John admits, his entry into motion pictures. 

And that was purely a coincident. He was discovered 
by B. P. Schulberg, film magnate, while piloting a TWA 
passenger ship across the country. But being a screen 
actor doesn’t interfere with his being an aviator. He flys 
every day for several hours. 

Trent, who plays Tailspin Tommy in Monogram’s 
“Mystery Plane” due at the 
theatre, was born 29 years ago, the son of Edwin J. 
Browne, noted Orange, Calif., orchardist. He attended 
the public schools in Orange, played on the football 
team and figured prominently in all athletics. 

Following his graduation from high school, he became 
interested in flying and enrolled at the Air Tech school 
in San Diego. He later decided that flying a plane wasn’t 
half as important as knowing the mechanics of planes. 
He then attended the Hancock Foundation College, Santa 
Maria, Calif., and was graduated as an accredited aero- 
nautical engineer. 

His next step was, perhaps, the most difficult one. 
He had to get 2000 hours in the air before he could 
apply as a pilot in a passenger plane. After saving every 
cent he could get, he finally managed to buy an old

TO MOVIE STAR IS 
JOHN TRENT’S STORY 


(Biography) 
% John Trent was discovered for films approximately 
12,000 feet up in the-air. 

True, Hollywood’s famous motion picture stars are 
picked from practically every phase of life but the dis- 
covery of an actor from a perpendicular viewpoint of 
life is something new and even strange to Hollywood. 

Trent, formerly known as LaVerne Brown, was a 
transport pilot prior to his entry into pictures. He was 
bringing a big passenger ship across the country on one 
of his runs one day when this “discovery” business took 
place. A party composed of film magnate B. P. Schul- 
berg, Ralph Kohn, a business associate, and his wife, 
Mildred Jaffe and Virginia Ray. 

Looking very dapper in his pilot’s outfit, Trent, natur- 
ally, cut a very romantic figure to the ladies in Schul- 
berg’s party. All of the female members of Schulberg’s 
party unanimously agreed that the pilot was “quite hand- 
some” in a manly way. 

If Trent appealed to the women like this, then, Schul- 
berg thought, he would really appeal to women all over 
the country and consequently be a good bet for films. 
Schulberg talked business with Trent with the result 
that the aviator resigned his job and went to Hollywood 
—there to become a star. 

Without benefit of experience, Trent played his first 


Fairchild cabin job which needed a lot of sincere plead- 
ing to get off the ground. 

With it he barnstormed the country for air hours 
throughout the south. He gained additional hours by 
taking all of the difficult army tests, aerial and other- 
wise and serving with the Air Reserve as a Lieutenant 
Pilot. Incidentally, Trent still belongs to the service, and 
is attached to the Air Corps Reserve Base in Long 
Beach. 

TWA hired him as a co-pilot in 1934 and after 18 
months of a run between Hollywood and Kansas City, 
he was promoted to captain pilot. Trent avers that star- 
dom or no stardom he never intends to desert this first 
love—flying.
